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PREFACE 


OVER  a  year  ago  a  list  of  questions  was  sent  to  each  member  of  the  Class,  with 
the  object  of  securing  definite  information  concerning  the  members  since  grad- 
uation, Ma}-  6,  1902.  At  the  Class  reunion  in  Stuart  Hall,  Princeton,  May  7, 
1907,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  get  out  a  Class  Manual,  based  upon  the  material 
returned  in  the  above  questionnaire.  Replies  came  in  with  more  or  less  delay,  making 
some  records  more  than  a  year  old,  others  quite  recent.  In  any  attempt  to  make  the 
list  complete  this  defect  was  unavoidable.  From  some  have  come  personal  messages 
to  the  Class.       A  few  of   these  are  inserted,  in  part,  as  quotations  under  the    names    of 
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those  sending  them.  The  date  at  the  close  of  each  record  is  that  npon  which  the 
member  in  question  was  last  heard  from. 

These  records  reveal  some  interesting  facts.  They  show  that  ten,  or  almost 
one-fourth,  of  the  Class  are  laboring  in  the  foreign  field.  As  to  present  location,  the 
Class  is  distributed  as  follows :  Arabia,  i  ;  China,  3  ;  Colorado,  1  ;  Georgia,  2  ;  Ger- 
many, 1  ;  Iowa,  1  ;  Japan,  2  ;  Korea,  2  ;  Maryland,  1  ;  Massachusetts,  1  ;  New  Jersey,  3 ; 
New  York,  6 ;  North  Dakota,  2  ;  Ohio,  1  ;  Pennsylvania,  9 ;  Philippine  Islands,  2  ; 
South  Carolina,   1  ;  Virginia,   1  ;  West  Virginia,  2  ;  Wisconsin,   1  ;  Wyoming,  1. 

Ten  have  engaged  in  definite  post-graduate  study,  representing  Princeton,  Col- 
umbia, Edinburgh,  Glasgow,  Erlangen  and  Zurich.  Of  the  forty-four  members,  thirty- 
four  are  married  ;  three  (Crandall,  Jones,  Searight)  having  deceased  wives.  The  years 
in  which  the  marriages  took  place  follow:  1  in  1S91,  1  in  1901,  13  in  1902,  9  in 
1903,  2  in  1904,  2  in  1905,  2  in  1906  and  4  in  1907.  These  thirty-four  represent 
thirty-three   (33)   children:   12  boys  and   21   girls. 

The  Manual  is,  of  course,  extremely  personal.       It  amounts  to  a    summary  statis- 
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tical  biography  of  the  Class  for  1902-1907.  It  can  claim  only  that  thoroughness  and 
accuracy  which  the  records  have  made  possible.  If  mistakes  are  noted,  especially  with 
regard  to  dates  or  facts,  it  is  hoped  that  the  Secretary  will  be  at  once  notified  of  the 
same  and  the  proper  corrections  returned.  The  Manual  goes  forth  with  the  -prayer 
that  it  may  be  found  a  useful  reference  and  become  the  quiet  means  of  binding  our 
hearts  to  each  other  in  the  great  labor  of  the  Kingdom.
